When traffic along the 
Kenilworth Ave. detour 
route, at the Greenbelt Rd. 
intersection, is switched to 
the underpass not many 
days from now, drivers will 
have to get used to a new set 
of highway mergers. 

The project of constructing 
the interchange between the two 
highways is near its final phase. 
During the first stage when the 
underpass is opened and traffic 
along Kenilworth Avenue is re¬ 
routed under the Greenbelt Road 
bridge, three of the newly built 
ramps will be put in use. All 
three ramps (*A\ *F\ and ‘B’ on 
the map) are on the west side of 
the bridge (Beltway Plaza side) 
and will serve the connection be¬ 
tween the new southbound Kenil¬ 
worth route and Greenbelt Road. 

Ramp ‘A’ will permit motorists 
going in either direction on 
Greenbelt Road to get onto south¬ 
bound Kenilworth. Ramp ‘F’ will 
allow those getting off south¬ 


bound Kenilworth to make either 
a right (heading west) or left 
(heading east) on Greenbelt Rd. 
Ramp behind Ramp *F’ is the 
interchange access for those leav¬ 
ing Springhill Lake from Edmon- 
ston Road, In addition to turning 
right or left on Greenbelt Road, 
people using Ramp ‘B’ may go 
straight across Greenbelt Road 
onto Ramp ‘A’ in order to get 
onto southbound Kenilworth. 

Although ramps ‘C’ and *D\ 
which will provide the connec¬ 
tion between Greenbelt Road and 
northbound Kenilworth, are not 
ready yet, access to and from 
the northbound route will be pos¬ 
sible. While road workers com¬ 
plete the two permanent ramps 
on the east side of the bridge 
(Golden Triangle side), motorists 
will be coming off or getting on 
the northbound route through the 
northbound detour route still in 
use. When the traffic switch is 
made, motorists will find, in ef¬ 
fect, that only the southbound 
route presently used will be shut 
down. 


iSince traffic using the access 
from northbound Kenilworth to 
Greenbelt Road will be directed 
around the eventual site of ramp 
*D\ construction of that ramp 
can begin as soon as the switch is 
made. Completion of ramp ‘C’— 
the access to northbound Kenil¬ 
worth from Greenbelt Road-— 
must wait until a temporary de¬ 
tour ramp is in place. The use of 
the detour ramp while ramp *C’ 
is under construction will mark 
the second stage of the project’s 
final phase. The final stage will 
be when all permanent ramps are 
completed and open to traffic. 

According to John Warnick, 
the area engineer for Prince 
Georges County, the underpass 
will eliminate a dangerous inter¬ 
section. Traffic along Kenilworth 
Avenue w'ill be unencumbered, 
and the volume of traffic on 
Greenbelt Road controlled by 
lights will be cut down, he said. 
Warnick also said traffic conges¬ 
tion near the bridge will be minor 
in comparison to what it has 
been.

Isaacs has been a civic and 
volunteer activist since 1966, dur¬ 
ing years of residence in the 
states of Maryland, Missouri, and 
New York. A resident of Green¬ 
belt for the past twelve years, 
he, his wife Deborah, and his 
daughter Rachel reside on Julian 
Court. Previously Isaacs lived for 
four years at Springhill Lake. 

In recognition of his profession¬ 
al, civic, and volunteer achieve¬ 
ments, he was named an Out¬ 
standing Young Marylander in 
1986 and received his award from 
the Governor, Because of his dedi¬ 
cation and commitment to com¬ 
munity service, Isaacs was se¬ 
lected in 1984 as Metropolitan 
Washington Volunteer Activist of 
the Year, as Prince Georgian of 
the Year, and as an Outstanding 
Young Man of America by the 
National Jaycees. 

Isaacs has served on the 
City’s Advisory Planning Board 
(APB), as well as as its Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB). He has also been an 
active member of the Maryland 
Citizens Planners Association. 

While president of the Boxwood 
Civic Association between 1982 
and 1985, Isaacs was an advocate

Plans for Schrom 
Hills Park Reviewed

During the June 11 city council 
work session on bond issue pri¬ 
orities, information was provided 
on the planned development of 
Schrom Hills Park. Dorothy 
Pyles, representing the Coalition 
of Greenbelt East Homeowners 
Associations, asked the council 
several questions about the 
amount and timing of these im¬ 
provements. 

Her first question dealt with 
the amount of money being dis¬ 
cussed for development of the 
park. The list of projects pro¬ 
duced by subgroups in the stra¬ 
tegic planning process ranked 
Schrom Hills Park improvement 
sixth on a list of seven. The 
average of the amount allocated 
by the various subgroups for the 
purpose was $180,000. In response 
to Pyles’ question, City Manager 
James Giese said that $150,000 
would come from the bond money 
and $30,000 from Program Open 
Space grant funds. 

Pyles also inquired about the 
schedule for these improvements. 
Keith Chernikoff, chairman of the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board, said that his committee 
will determine their recommenda¬ 
tions for the park at their next 
meeting on July 9. The committee 
expects to submit its report to 
the council at the July 13 council 
meeting, 

Giese said that “things should 
move pretty fast assuming the 
council agrees to PRAB's recom¬ 
mendations.” He also noted that 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission planned to 
start the stormwater management 
pond in the park this summer. 
However, he also noted that the 
WSSC work is being held up by 
some right-of-way problems.

Faced with divided opinion 
among the affected residents, 
the Greenbelt City Council, 
at its June 8 regular meet¬ 
ing, referred the proposed 
parking restrictions for por¬ 
tions of Boxwood Village to 
staff for further study. Oth¬ 
er items on the agenda were 
the Fraternal Order of Po¬ 
lice's benefit proposals, bids 
for an engineering study of 
the lake, and the Maryland 


Municipal League’s new in¬ 
surance pool. 

The meeting began with a pub¬ 
lic hearing on a proposed ordi¬ 
nance that would limit parking 
on portions of the roads in Box¬ 
wood Village to 30 minutes. Resi¬ 
dents could obtain free permits 
for themselves and their guests 
that would allow unlimited park¬ 
ing. The parking restrictions 
would be in effect from April 1 
through June 30 of each year. 

The ordinance was introduced 
after consultations with the Box¬ 


wood Civic Association in an at¬ 
tempt to alleviate residents’ 
problems caused by overflow 
parking from the lake park. The 
residents’ complaints include lit¬ 
tering by park visitors and lack 
of parking for residents’ vehicles 
during peak park usage times. 

Several of the speakers at the 
hearing thanked council for at¬ 
tempting to address the parking 
problems, but expressed some 
additional concerns. Among the 
concerns was whether the 30- 
minute limit would sufficiently de-

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Priorities and the Future 

As a concerned Greenbelt Cit¬ 
izen, I was appalled ‘at the insen¬ 
sitivity and one-sidedness of the 
June 11 editorial entitled “Second 
Sellout?" There hasn’t been a 
“sellout." However, the Green- 
belt voters do need to understand 
the basis for the proposed bond 
issue priorities: the police sta¬ 
tion, -parcels one and two, and the 
swimming’ pools- These are the 
key elements of the bond issue. 

1 believe that the council did a 
good job of establishing priori¬ 
ties for the limited bond issue 
funds, given the lack of available 
green space and the multitude of 
projects considered. If the coun¬ 
cil is to be criticized for anything, 
it could be for moving too slowly 
when inflation is rapidly eroding 
the purchasing power of the 
funds. 

‘Certainly other projects are 
worthy! But it was a matter of 
the council selecting the ones 
with the most support, the most 
needed to be done now, or that 
could not be done any other way. 

Those of us who take pride in 
Greenbelt realize the need for an 
adequate police station, even if 
inflation has escalated costs and 
put other public building projects 
on hold. 

Many of us live in Greenbelt 
by choice. Two of the main rea¬ 
sons are green space and recrea¬ 
tional opportunities. We enjoy 
year-round options for exercise 
and relaxation in a more natural 
environment than other area 
communities can provide. 

However, expanding green 
space is not the simple task 
many believe it to be. Yes, GHI 
goofed in the ’50s. Yes, most of 
us want more parks, fields and 
trails. But how do we do it ? 
Buy land at any cost Put pres¬ 
sure on landowners Initiate 
condemnation proceedings? 

The council has made headway 
to acquire green space over the 
last two years. Council members 
need to communicate this to the 
voters so that they don’t feel 
‘‘betrayed." For instance, Green¬ 
belt has added Schrom Hills Park 
(37 a.) and North End School 
(13 a.) A Lake park addition 
(10 a.) and Parcels one and two 
(100 a) are under negotiation. 
The process of land acquisition is 
a long-term proposition. 

Is Greenbelt going to hold the 
bond money until it’s purchasing 
power is cut by or more in 

the hope that land will somehow 
become available? I don’t believe 
it was the intent of the taxpay¬ 
ers to see the funds consumed by 
inflation. We need to invest in 
Green belt’s future. I know that 
new funding will be found. Mean¬ 
while, council should eoncen- 
centrate on completing the lake 
park property transfer and ob¬ 
taining Parcels one and two, 
which is a priority item, while 
they continue or initiate negotia¬ 
tions for other transfer, trade¬ 
offs, etc. 

That brings us to the outdoor/ 
indoor swimming pools- Most of 
the work on the outdoor pool 
consists of maintenance and mod¬ 
ernization projects, which should 
have been done, I believe und¬ 
er the annual budget over several 
previous years. Unfortunately, 
needed repairs have reached the 
critical ‘stage. 

The indoor pool has been an 
issue in Greenbelt for 15 years. 

I looked at a file on the effort to 
build this pool in 1972. You could 
say exercise buffs, swimmers, 
and other aquanauts were “Sold 
Out" then. Will this be a “Sec¬ 
ond Sellout"? 

The indoor pool will be as un¬ 
ique to Greenbelt, as the outdoor 
pool was over 45 years ago. The 
proposed .priority list includes it

Open Letter 

I agree with Leonie Penney’s 
suggestion In her recent letter 
to the News Review that the ap¬ 
propriate and ethical thing to do 
regarding the bond issue dilem¬ 
ma is to let the voters decide on 
September 15. 

I understand Council’s desire 
to go ahead with implementation 
of the bond issue projects as soon 
as possible, but the proposed de¬ 
viation from the 2-2-2 allocation 
as it was originally presented to 
the voters in the city’s official 
bond issue referendum brochure 
requires citizen approval if 
Council wishes to preserve its 
credibility. 

The brochure, authorized by 
Mayor Pro-tem Pilski, and Ooun- 
eilmembers Putens, White, and 
Bram, lists 3 specific locations 
in which the city “intends to ac¬ 
quire more park land", and 
states: “The importance of green 
space in the original planning of 
Greenbelt can never be oversta¬ 
ted. It’s why Greenbelt is called 
Greenbelt. To a great extent it 
is the park areas that distinguish 
this community from ethers . , • 
it is essential to acquire park 
land while it is still available.” 
Unfortunately, it now appears 
that a majority of Council have 
failed to take seriously their 
own arguments in support of 
parkland acquisition. 

Some members of Council are 
maintaining that the 2-2-2 allo¬ 
cation was not really a commit¬ 
ment since it did not specifically 
appear in the text of the refer¬ 
endum question. Technically, 
that may be true, but for Coun¬ 
cil to act as if the information in 
the brochure and in numerous 
city ads in the News Review is 
not binding in any way is to 
show contempt for citizens who 
relied on this informaton as ac¬ 
curate. It now appears that in¬ 
stead of being informed, we 
have, in fact, ‘been misled. 

If Council decides to abandon 
without voter approval the 2-2-2 
commitment, repeatedly empha¬ 
sized in official literature and in 
News Review ads. they should 
understand that many voters will 
not be assuaged by technically 
correct but ethically weak legal¬ 
istic arguments.

Heritage Slipping 

In the June 18 News Review, 
Tony Pisano states that changes 
in the past have only enhanced 
Roosevelt Mall, and we should let 
the ‘highest bidder take over. 
Surely -he dosen’t mean the clos¬ 
ing of Ben Fnanklin, which is 
now a vacant eyesore, or the 
landlord’s neglect of leaking 
roofs and missing downspouts 
all over the shopping center have 
enhanced services to the com¬ 
munity. 

The Utopia Theater is in less 
than prime condition, but the 
owner must share the blame. If 
cold air wafts around people's 
ankles, it is because the owner 
iinstalled a heating system de¬ 
signed for a warehouse, not a 
theater, after the shopping cen¬ 
ter’s original boiler was condem¬ 
ned in 1980. As I recall, before 
the Aits Center took over, the 
theater spent, several years as an 
empty shell — hardly “pleasing 
to the eye." For the last eight 
years, the Arts Center has been 
the only enterprise willing to oc¬ 
cupy the space without the own¬ 
er making extremely expensive 
repairs. 

The citizens of Greenbelt are 
letting their heritage slip through 
their fingers. Some years ago, we 
sold off much of our green space, 
and we've been trying to buy it 
back ever since. Roosevelt Mall, 
once a cooperative enterprise, 
went to the “highest bidder”, and 
a deteriorating community cent¬ 
er is the result. There is no 
guarantee that the “higest bid¬ 
der” for Mall space today will 
consider the welfare of the com¬ 
munity. At various times, devel¬ 
opers have discussed turning the 
Utopia Theater into a health spa, 
disco, or video game parlor. One 
proposal currently being discus¬ 
sed would turn most of the shop¬ 
ping center into office space — 
profitable during the day, per¬ 
haps, but a sterile landscape 
when the offices close. Rather 
than inviting nighttime patron¬ 
age with businesses such as the 
Greenbelt Arts Center and 
High’s, a Roosevelt Mall devoted 
to offices would leave our town 
center empty after working 
hours, inviting only decay and 
vandalism. 

Greenbelt Is -based on com¬ 
munity, on everyone working to¬ 
gether for the common good, not 
on short-term profit. If we abdi¬ 
cate responsibility for our com- 
mun ty center to the “highest 
bidder” there may be little to 
celebrate on our next anniversary.

there. City Manager James K. 
Giese cited City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi’s opinion that the ordi¬ 
nance is legally stronger with an 
allowance for short-term parking, 
since the affected roads are pub¬ 
lic streets. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
noted that 30-minute parking 
would not be of much use for 
lake park visitors who would use 
much of that time walking to 
and from the park. 

Another concern was how per¬ 
mits would be distributed. Giese 
said both renters and property 
owners could obtain as many per¬ 
mits as they needed at no cost. 
Manzi said that while the city 
could not discriminate between 
renters and property owners, 
they could require some proof of 
residence. 

Some residents question use of 
the police to enforce the 30-min¬ 
ute limit. Council Member Ed¬ 
ward Putens said that he has 
heard people describe the $10 pen¬ 
alty for city parking tickets as 
a cheap weekend. Chief James 
Craze confirmed that for some 
visitors the parking fine is seen 
as a parking fee. 

Council Member Antoinette 
Bram reported on her conversa¬ 
tions with Boxwood residents who 
could not attend the meeting. 
One resident told her that the 
people who park along Boxwood 
streets probably live in apart¬ 
ments and condominiums and 
have a right to park where they 
can get to the lake, _ 


Council Member Joseph Isaacs 
urged support for the bill. He 
said the permit system could be 
abandoned if it did not help the 
residents. 

Giese noted that if the ordi¬ 
nance were enacted, and residents 
failed to display their permits 
during the restricted periods, they 
would be ticketed and would have 
to pay the fines. 

The council, seeing no consen¬ 
sus among the residents, referred 
the ordinance back to the city 
staff for a review of the options 
and a survey of the residents. 
Weidenfeld noted that the law 
could not take effect until April 
1988, so the failure to act now 
did not mean a delay in address¬ 
ing the problem. 

Unauthorized Dumping 

Resident Julie Greer reported 
that the city has been disposing 
of trash in the area near the 
Northway ballfields. She showed 
the council pictures of buried 
trash and a chair the special 
trash crew had picked up from 
her home. She said a public works 
employee told her that the spe¬ 
cial trash crew was behind sched¬ 
ule, but not to worry about the 
trash because they cover it up 
and everyone dumps there. 

Giese said flatly that while 
the city does dispose of leaves 
there, the other trash should not 
be there. He said the city is not 
running a dump and he would 
look into the situation.

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New Soccer Team Wins

It was an astounding win for the first season Greenbelt 
National Capital Soccer League (NCSL) team.
